DNR director resigns 


Roland Harmes ended a four-year term 
as Michigan Department of Natural Re- 
sources Director by submitting a letter of 
resignation to the Natural Resources Com- 
mission Oct. 11. Harmes’ resignation is 
effective immediately. ; 

The Commission received and accepted 
Harmes’ resignation letter during their regu- 
larly scheduled monthly meeting in Ann 
Arbor. 

“On Sept. 14, 1995, I completed four 
years as director, and a total of 30 years of 
public service in the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources,” Harmes. said. “I 
have been truly blessed to work with dedi- 
cated professionals to preserve and pro- 
mote Michigan’s natural resources. 

“The Department has accomplished a 
great deal in recent years, and it has been 
my pleasure and honor to be a part of the 
DNR team. [have every confidence that the 
Department will continue to be a nationally 
recognized leader in the prudent manage- 


ment of our natural resources.” 
Harmes explained that it had-been very. 
important to him that Executive Order 1995- © 


18, creating new Departments of Natural 


Resources and Environmental Quality, be 
fully implemented before leaving the DNR. 
He expressed satisfaction that the transition 
has been smooth, noting that nearly all 
issues “are reaching final resolution.” 

“I feel that now is the time for me to 
pursue other career opportunities in both 
the public and private sectors,” he said. 

NRC Chairman Larry DeVuyst met with 
Harmes near Lansing on Tuesday and dis- 
cussed the decision. 

No DNR Director has worked harder or 
been more diligent in their duties than Rollie 
Harmes, said DeVuyst. . 

“Some people are saying Rollie Harmes 
was ineffective,” De Vuyst continued. “They 
are wrong. His leadership took the Depart- 
ment through times of tremendous change, 


and he was always able to make the tough — 


decisions ~ including the one to explore 
new opportunities. He will succeed wher- 
ever he goes.”

If you still have that aspiration, you may 
want to give it some second thought — for 
there are some strings attached in gaining 
admittance to (supposedly) the best seat in 
the house. 

Inmy !I5 years broadcasting and report- 
ing high school sports in central and north- 
er Michigan, I was exposed to a wide 
variety of interesting situations. 

Initially, you might approach the host 
athletic director for permission to enter the 
press box, while showing off your creden- 
tials. You might get a strange look in return, 
as the director asks, “What press box?” 

Ofcourse, if you're wearing both the hats 
of reporter and photographer as is the case 
for most smaller newspaper staff members, 
you'll end up on the sidelines any way, 
hoping to get both information and that 
perfect action shot. 

In any case, most schools have given 
little consideration to accommodating the 
media in their athletic field designs. There 
may be adequate provisions for the public 
address announcer and scoreboard opera- 
tor, but little more. 

The press box usually has been designed 
for fewer than four people while normally 
accommodating twice as many. This makes 
for little elbow room, and everyone getting 
in each other’s way. —

of space on abench in front of the press box,

“privilege” of the press box roof because 
there just wasn’t room for any more bodies 
inside. One usually has a good view, but 
must brave rain, sleet, snow and high winds! 

Just getting to the roof can be hazardous 
enough. Access may be via a shaky ladder 
of 25 feet or more, then traversing a flimsy 
railing. Add trying to get around in a bulky 
snowsuit while weighing over 200 pounds 
as a senior citizen —~ my circumstances 
exactly. 

Once up on the rooftop, there is always 
the concer of falling, being blown off by 
hurricane winds, or being accidentally 
pushed off by any of a dozen or more 
scouts, photographers, Statisticians and 
other reporters vying for a position along 
the rail. You wonder, in passing, if the roof 
will collapse under the stress. 

In the meantime, while wondering how 
you will get safely back to earth after the 
game, you stand throughout, juggling notes, 
clipboard, pencil, and perhaps camera as 
well. The amplifier is usually quite close 
by, blasting your eardrums. 

So if some day someone asks you if you 


want to sit in the press box, my advice is to” 


answer, “No, thanks!”

Castle Farm launches 
final effort to keep facility 


Facing a Dec. 18 deadline for reversion 
of the Castle Farm property to the Reibel 
Family Trust, the nonprofit group Castle 
Farm, Inc, is mounting one last effort to 
help retain the facility as a regional recre- 
ational, educational and cultural center for 
youth, families and constituent communt- 
ties. 

“We have been encouraged by several 
potentially large donors to not give up on 
this effort,” said Chris Fair, Chairman of 
the Board of Castle Farm, Inc. “We believe 
the plan we now have for operating Castle 
Farm is a viable one, and one that can make 
the facility financially self-sufficient while 
providing the community with a unique and 
valuable asset.” 

Having missed the June 24 payment of 
$229,500 on the land contract, Castle Farm, 
Inc. has been served with a forfeiture judg- 
mentand must pay the contract’s full amount 
of $927,859.58 by Dec. 18 to keep the 
property. 

As a part of the group’s last effort to 
avoid forfeiture, a special escrow savings 
account has been opened at CB North to 
acceptdonations. According to Castle Farm, 
Inc. Executive Director, John Porter, the 
advantage of this accountis that, should the 
campaign fall short, all contributions will 
be returned to donors with interest. 

“We set up this arrangement to guarantee 
that donated funds will go either toward the 


intended cause, or not be used at alll,” said 
Porter. 

He noted that, to date, over $400,000 has 
been raised for the purchase and operation 
of Castle Farm as a center for recreational, 
educational and cultural events. He added 
that some potentially large donors have 
expresscd interest in contributing, but have 
requested that their involvement be com- 
bined with one last appeal to the commu- 
nity at large. 

“This is the last opportunity this organi- 
zation has for the acquisition of this prop- 
erty,” Porter said. “We have been very 
grateful for the support shown by the com- 
munity so far and think it is only fair to 
make one final good faith effort to sce that 
the work and resources devoted to this 
project so far are not lost.” 


In a related matter, Fair announced that 
the 15-member Castle Farm, Inc. board 
recently adopted a revised mission state- 
ment and sct of goals aimed at operating the 


facility on a multi-use, self-sufficient basis. 


“We have learned a lot over the past two 
years about what people want to see done 
with the Castle and how it can best be 
utilized as a public facility,” he said. “We 
have also learned much about the financial 
réalities of operating such a facility so the 
plan we now have includes a top priority of 
operating the Castle profitably.

Assisting Kolka with research is clinical 
social worker, Greg Siemienkiewicz, di- 
rector of New Hope Christian Counseling 
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Inc., of Indian River. Be- 
sides providing expertisc 
on depression for the story, 
Siemienkiewicz will also 
answer questions about the 
disorder through a special 
interview, 

The interview will be 
written in a simple ques- 
tion/answer format and ap- 
pear in the same issue as 
the story. Kolka and 
Siemienkiewicz are hope- 
ful the interview will dis- 
pel common misconcep- 
tions concerning the dis- 
order and those who suffer from it.

For as long as I can remember, one of the old homesteads 
near here seems to hold a special attraction for all the 
children of the neighborhood. 

The reason could be because it has survived the elements 
better than most, but I think it 1s largely because of the 
variety of things to be found ~— it seems there is something 
special there every season of the year. So it is the target of 
a great many of the children’s expeditions. 

In the spring, the young ones are likely to return from 
their visits there with a bouquet of daffodils or an armful of 
lilacs. A little later, they may collect roses, early apples or 
perhaps some grapes. Whatever the attraction, children 
always return tired buthappy, and filled to bursting with the 
excitement of their day. 

The old house is a landmark of the community. It is 
visible from the road, although there is no longer an 
existing driveway to the door. Although the place is actu- 
ally the old David Rainey farm, because it is built of 
fieldstone, it is known to the neighborhood children simply 
as the “Stone House.” 

It has been empty for many years, and although most of 
the walls and roof are stil] intact, the windows are gone and 
the doors no longer close. Consequently, the once-beauti- 
ful woodwork in the house, for some years now, has been 
suffering grievous assault by the porcupines. 

A few years ago, during the war, after learning the owner

(a daughter of David Rainey) lived in East Jordan, 1 went 
to see her to try and buy that woodwork. Lumber was 
almost impossible to buy at the time, and it seemed such a 
shame to see that beautiful woodwork being carried away 
by mouthfuls. 

But I found that although the owner was quite willing to 
sell the farm for a small sum, providing the house was 
restored and used, she could not bring herself to sell a stick 
to be torn out and taken away. 

“It was a wonderful home once,” she told me. “It was 
almost like heaven tous children.” She said the whole place 
had been built from materials taken from the farm itself — 
both the stone and the lumber ~ and largely built by her 
father’s own hands. 

Born in Antrim County, Ireland, David Rainey got his 
schooling there. As a young man, he served a short time in 
the British Navy, then left it to join the United States Navy, 
where he served through the Civil War. Afterward, he 
sailed the Great Lakes, and at the same time, he home- 
steaded a place in Antrim County, Michigan, later named 
a part of Jordan Township. 

On this farm, he included in his operations all the feasible 
branches of farming, giving special attention to raising of 
poultry and production of honey. He also raised livestock 
and cultivated a very productive orchard. During this time 
he married Miss June Orman, by whom he had four 
children. 

The old home is crumbling, and very few of the neigh- 
bors living here now ever knew Mr. and Mrs. Rainey. But 
for their children they changed a wilderness into a home

Laws aren’t stopping repeat 
drunk drivers, statistics show 


While Michigan’s new- 
est drunk-driving laws have 
helped reduce alcohol-re- 
lated traffic deaths by as 


much as 25 percent since | 


1992, the measures have had 
little impact on repeat of- 
fenders, says a University 
of Michigan researcher. 

In his study of 56 drunk 
drivers convicted in 1992 
and 1993, David Eby, an 
assistant research scientist 
at the U-M Transportation 
Research Institute, found 
that nearly half had at least 
one other drinking and driv- 
ing conviction in the previ- 
ous |0 years and 15 percent 
had at least two prior alco- 
hol convictions during that 
time. 

“The study revealed a 
high drunk-driving recidi- 
vism rate among offenders, 
which suggests that the cur- 
rent drunk and impaired- 
driving laws in Michigan 
are not having a strong, spe- 
cific deterrent effect on in- 
dividuals with a history of 
drinking and driving,” Eby 
said, 

About 55 percent of the 
drunk drivers in the study’s 
ample had at least one pre- 
vious crash (although not 
necessarily alcohol-re- 
lated), and 30 percent were 
driving with a restricted, 
suspended, revoked or ex- 
Pired license. - 


“These data indicate that. . 


those whoare driving drunk 


also tend to violate other - 
driving laws and be in-. 


volved in traffic crashes,” 
Eby said. “Further, it ap- 
pears that a large. percent- 


age of these people do not 


change their poor driving 
behaviors in response to li- 
cense sanctioning.” 

Because 30 percent to 70 
percent of perpetrators may 
still choose to drive — albeit 
illegally — after losing their 
licenses, Eby believes also 
impounding or immobiliz- 
ing their vehicles during the 
sanction period would be 
more effective than simply 
suspending orrevoking their 
licenses. 

In addition to the need for 
tougher licensing sanctions, 
Eby found more than a third 
of offenders receive a lesser 
conviction than their driv- 
ing record warrants — thanks 
to plea bargaining. 

The study also shows 
about 88 percent of con- 
victed drunk drivers become 
inebriated in public (in res- 
taurants, bars or their ve-

tential for success. 

Eby recommends that the 
minimum blood-alcohol} 
level for drunk driving be 
lowered from 0.10 percent 
to0.08 percent, and that state 
driver-licensing agencies 
examine more closely a 
driver’s history before issu- 
ing a new license.

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Shigellosis causes infections, health department warns 


Shigellosis is a bacterial infection affect- 
ing the intestinal tract of humans. It is a 
fairly common disease — over 800 cases 
occurred in Michigan in 1993. 

Recently, six cases have been reported to 
the Emmet County Health Department. 

Anyone can get shigellosis but it is rec- 
ognized more often in young children. Those 
who may be at greater risk include children 
in day care centers, foreign travelers to 
certain countries, institutianalized people. 
and others in groups with poor personal 
hygiene. 

Shigella are found in the intestinal tract 
of infected people who in turn may con- 
taminate food or water. The bacteria are 
spread by cating or drinking contaminated 
food or water, or by direct or indirect con- 
tact with fecal material from an infected 
person. 

People expased to Shigella may experi- 
ence mild or severe diarrhea, often with 
fever and traces of blood or mucous in the 
stool. Some infected people may not show 
any symptoms. 

Other symptoms may include headache, 
abdominal pain or cramping, nausea, and 
vomiting. The symptoms may appear one 
to seven days after exposure, but usually 
within one to three days. 

Many people with shigellosis will re- 
cover on their own. Some may require

fluids to prevent dehydration. Antibiotics 
are occasionally used to treat severe cases 
or to shorten the carrier phase which may be 
important for food handlers, children in day 
care, or institutionalized individuals. 

Shigella can be spread for as Jong as the 
organism can be isolated from a person’s 
stool. Usually within four weeks after the 
onset of the illness, shigella organisms are 
no longer passed in their feces. 

Certain antibiotics may shorten the car- 
rier phase. Occasionally Shigella can be 
passed longer. Chronic carriage of a year is 
rare. 

Since the bacteria is passed in the feces of 
an infected person, people with active diar- 
rhea or those who are unable to control their 
bowel habits should be isolated. Most in- 
fected people may return to work or school 
when their diarrhea ceases, provided that 
they carefully wash their hands after toilet 
VISILS, 

Food handlers, children or staff in day 
care and health care workers must obtain 
two negative stool cultures and have no 
symptoms before retumming to their routine 
activities. Ill houschold members of a case 
that are food handlers, health care workers, 
or who are in day care should be evaluated 
and cultured by a physician. 

Since the bacteria are passed in feces, the 
single most important prevention activity is
